Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on  VTednes- 
day    March  23,  1923,  show  little  change  iron  the  levels  prevailing  last  week, 
according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe 
Or.lv  light  supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  available  for  the  auction  and  the 
demand  '-'as  good  to  active.     3oxed  varieties  were  in  liberal  supply  and  the 
demand  ^as  slow  to  moderate. 

Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins,  U.S.  No.  1,  2£  inch  stock  brought  from 
$10.95  to  $11.92  per  barrel  as  against  $10.-95  to  $12.17  r,er  barrel  last  week. 
The  Pippins  were  actively  competed  for,  U.S.  No.  2,  2|  inch  stock  bringing 
$10.22  to  $11.92  and  Unclassified  stock  in  fair  condition  $8.27  to  4>  11.44 
ner  barrel.    The^e  was  also  a  good  demand  for  the  small  quantities  of  Vir- 
ginia 3en  Davis  offered  *  ring  the  auction,  U.S.  No.  1,  2£  inch  stock  ranging 
from  $5.96  to  $6.69  per  b,  rrel. 

The  demand  for  Wash  "ngton  Winesaps  this  week  was  considerably  slower, 
Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  150/163/175,  ranging  from  $3.04  to  $3.10  against 
$3.53  to  $3.59  last  week.    The  Fancy  grades,  however,  showed  an  advance  of 
about        cents  per  box  compared  with  last  week.     Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  met 
with  moderate  demand,  Extra  Fancy  grades,  sizes  150/163/175  ranging  from 
$3.39  to  $4.14  against  $3.39  to  $4.0o  last  v  eek.    The  Fancy  grades  also  ad- 
vanced slightly. 

The  first  shipments  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand  apples  began  to 
arrive  on  the  3ritish  market  during  the  *ast  week.     The  quantities  available 
were  small  and  in  immature  condition.    Prices  were  high,  however,  fruit  in 
good  condition  bringing  from  $3.39  to  $4.33  tier  case.     The  demand  was  dull 
at  these  figures  and  it  is  believed  that  prices  cannot  be  maintained  at  that 
level,  states  Mr.  Smith.
